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This is evident by all Treaties heretofore between England, France , : 
Spain,and other forraign Nations , if you peruſe their firſt demands , 


which were never condeſcended to, but alwaies receded from, and 
qualified in ſome particulars on either fide, Iniqunm pet as,»t jaſtum ſera, 
being a rule in Treaties amongſt Stateſmen. There have been many 
Treaties during theſe Wars, between the Officers of the Parliament 
and Kings party about ſurrenders of divers Cities and Garriſons, 
wherein the firſt Propoſitions on either fide have been moderated or 
changed, and yet agreed and accepted at laſt as ſatisfaQtory to both 
fides. Inall ordinary Treaties concerning Marriages, purchaſes, and

The Que. - Whither the Kings finaB Anſwers to the Propoſitions of both Houſes in this 
Y Treaty, conſidered and weighed all together, be not ſo full and ſatisfaGory in 


themſelves, that this Houſe-may and ought 10 accept of and proceed upon them, 
for tbe ſpredy ſettlement of a ſafe and wel-greunded Peace, both in Church and 


Common-wealth, rather then reje them as nnſatisfattorie,end ſo hazard the 


life of all, and the perpetuating of our wars and miſeries? 
In this ſenſe,I humbly conceive and hope co evidence them foclear- 
op &.ully ſarrsfa@ory,that we can neither in point of duty , prudence,

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Juſtice & honor,or conſcience reje& them as unſatisfaftory, but oughe 
to imbrace them, as the only ſafe & ready way to our peace and ſettle- 
ment,though they come nor up fo fully to ſome of our Propoſitione, 
as I. could have heartily deſired, for the avoiding of this hazardous de- 
bate.For my clearer progrefſe in this grand debate I ſball obſerve this methad,

Secondly, Thatthe King hath granted asmuch in this Treaty,as will 
ſettle and ſecure the Peace and Government of our Church and Reli- 
gion againſt Popery and prelacy onthe one hand, and prophaneneſle 
on the other hand;and more then weor any Proteltant Churches ever 
enjoyed, or demanded heretofore for their ſ:curity and ſettlement. 

WhenlI have made good theſe particulars and anſwered the Obje&i- 
ons made againſt them;I hope every one of us,who have any ingenu- 
ity, reaſon,or conſcience in their breſts,and are nottranſported with 
pation, or private engagements to the contrary; will,and muſt of ne- 
ceflity vote theſe ee ſatufafory in the ſenſe foreſtated. 


I ſhall begin with the firſt of theſe ; namely, the Kings Anſwers to 
all theſe Propoſitions which concern the prefent ſerelement,and future 
ſecurity of the State and Republike againſt any armed force, or inva- 
fions of the Regall Prerogative; to the enſ]aving or pR_—_ rs BB 
Subje&; which in my poor judgement are ſo full and ſatisfafory,that 54 
lietle or wy vhungy be added to them; and if we well conlider them, \ 
we havecaule to fay O fortunati nimium bona fs ſua ori!

The firſt Propoſition, for the ſettlement of a ſafe and wel-grounded Peace, The 6:6 
is that which concerns thejuſtification of the Parliaments ar, decla- Propoiti- 
ring it by an A& of Parliament to be paſſed, #0 be in their juſt and Iay- 91 fully 
full d:fence : juſtifying the Solemn League and Covenant in proſecution ts yer 
thereof : and repealing all Oaths, Declarations, and Proclamations dowry 
heretofore had, or hereafter to bee had againſt both or cither Houſes acciuing 
ef Parliament,their Ordinances or proce:dings,or againſt any for ad- 2 u3 cher, 
hering unto, or executing any Office, Place, or Charge under them, *?* 
and all Jets LE Attainders, & Inquiliti- 
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ens in any of the ſaid cauſes,and all Grants thereupon made,had,or to 
be made or had, to be declared nwll,(appreſſed,forbidden,and never put 
into execution.. And this-to be publifhed within all Pariſh Churches , 
and all other places needfull within his Majeſties Dominions. 

To this proemiall and advantegious propelition,the King hath fully 
and readily condeſcended at firſt, in every tittle, as was deſired. 

By this conceſſion, the Parliament bath gained ſundry conſiderable 
advantages, tending to their preſent honour and future fecurity. 

Firſt, a full publick acknowledgment of the jultneſle of their Warre 
and Cauſe,to be ratified and perpetuated to polterity by the higheſt ce- 
cord that can be,an AR of Parliament, and thatto beread in all Pariſh 
Churches throughout England, Ireland,and othes.the Kings Domini- 
ons; and proclaimed in all Counties, Cities, Corporations,and at A(- 
fiz:8 and Seſſions of the peace z. that ſo all men may take publick 
notic: of ic. Which is-ſuch an honour to,and juſtification of them and 
theic Cauſe, as was never condeicended to by anyKing that took up 
arms againſt his-Snbje&s lince the creation to this preſent: and ſo low 
a humiliation and Legall diſclaimer in the King ot his Warre againſt 
the Parliament,and diſavowing of his Cauſe and Party,as could poſſi-- 
bly be imagined or expeCted. | 

Secondly. It ſecures the Lives,Liberties and Eſtates of all the Members 
of both Honſes engaged in theſe Wars,and of all perſons whatſoever 
that have adhered to, or ated for them,againit all former,preſent,and 
future Impeachments, Proſecutions and Judgments whatſoever, and 
makes yoid and nul,whatever hath been,is,or may be objefted againſt 
them. Which coupled with the AG of Indempnicy and Oblivion, pro- 
poſed by the King,and agreed to by the Houſes,wil extraordinarily fe- 


oure,pacife,8 content all wel-affe&ted Members,and perſons who have 


adhered to them in this Cauſe,and preſerve them from the danger of 


25 E,3.and other Laws concerning Treaſons, which otherwiſe upen- 


any revolution of times and affairs,might by corrupt Judges-and In- 
firuments be extended and reſted to their prejudice aud undoing. 


Thirdly, ie laies a foundation for the lawfulnefle of a defenſive War --- 
by Authority ofboth Houſes,uponthe like occaſton,in all future ages, 
without incurring the guilt of Treaſon or Rebellion; which will be a- 
great encouragement and ſecurity to the SubjeAs, and engagement to - 


taem toadhere to the Parliament in after-times,. 

Fourthly,Tt wil yery much diſcourage and deter all kind of men from 
taking up Arms in the Kings, His Heirs and Succeſſors behalfe, againſt 
the Houles of Parliament,when they ſhal caft their eyes upon this AR

So as this very firit Prop-lition enly, if well weighed, without any 
others added thereunto , being ſo fully and trecly conſented unto by 
the King,teads very far towards our preſent ſettlement and future 
ſafery,being miore then was ever thought of,or deſired in the Treaty 
of Peace, in Febrazry and March, 1642. 

The ſecond Propofition fully granted by the King for the fetling and 
ſecuring of the State and Religion to0,againſtthe Kings armed power, 
is the ſetling ofthe whole Militia by Sea and Land,and Navy of Eng- 
land, Treland, and the Iſles and Dominions thereunt» b:longing,by Aa 
of Parliament, in the hands and diſpoſall of both Houtes, and tuch as 
they ſhall appoint, for the ſpace of ewenty years: with power to raife 
moneys for all forces raifed by them for Land or Sea ſervice, during 
that ſpace orc tim?:z which forces are authoriſed co ſupprefle all forces 
raiſed or to berailed in, or any forraigne forces which ſhall invade the 
Realms of Ezg/, Ireland,or the Dominions and 1ſlesthereunto bclon-

To all this new grand principle ſecurity of our preſent and future 
peace and ſettlemenr,the King hath given his full and free conſent in 
terminis, And what greater ſecurity then this wee can imagine or de- 
mand againit the Kingsarmed power and ſword of War, tranſcends 
my capacity toimagin. Therefore if we have not loſt our brains and 
confciences too,we cannot but vote and conclude it ſatisfaFory , and 
reſtabundantly contented withi,yea exceeding thankful for it. And that 
upon all theſe enſuing conſiderations. 

Firſt, both Houſes in their Treaty with the King in Februery, and

them. And if far lefſe was deemed ſufficientfor our ſettlement and ſe- 
curity then, much more will all this be thought ſo now. 

Secondly, Becauſe the King hath wholly ſiript Himſelf, His Heirs 
and Succeſlors for ever,of allthat power and intereſt which His Prede- 
cefſors alwaics enjoyned in the Militia forces, forts, Navy,not only of 
England, but Ireland, Wales,Ferſey,Garnſey,and Berwicktoo, fo as He and 
they can neither} raiſe nor arm one man, nor introduce any forraign 
forces into any of them,by vertue ofany Commiſlton, Deputation, or 
authoriry, without conſent of both Houſes of Parliament, and hath 
veſted the ſole power and diſpoſition of the Militia, Forts and Navy 
of all theſe,in both Houſes in ſuch ample manner,that they ſhall never 
part with it co any King of England, unleſle they pleaſe themſelves.So 
as the King and His Heirs,have no military power or authority at all 
left, to injure or opprefſe the meaneſt Subje&t, muci lefſe the whole 
Kingdome, or Houſes of Parliament, had they wills to doeit;and the 
Houſes having all the Militia by Land and Sea, not only of England, 
but even of Tre/aud,}ales,Garnſey, Terſey and Berwickzto afliſt and ſecure 
them in caſe He or His Heirs ſhould attempe to raiſe any domeltick,or 
introduce any forraign force againſt chem, is ſo grand, ſo firm a ſecu- 
rity in all probability, for inſuring and preſerving of our Peace, Reli- 
gion, Lawes, Liberties, Lives,and Eſtates, againſt regall force and ty- 
ranny,that none of our Anceſtors ever demanded or enjoyed the like, 
nor no other Kingdome whatſoever fince the Creation,for ought that 
Ican find in Hiſtories or Republicks ( who have peraſed moſt now. 
extant to do you ſervice Jand ſuch aſelte-denying condeicenfion in the 
King to His Peopl:,in this particuJar, as no agecan preſident. 

In the 17 year of King Fobz , the Barons: having by force of Armes, «5. au; 
compelled him to confirm the great Charter at Rnmningmead, near thew Paris, 
Windſor, thought this their greateſt ſecurity, that 25 of the eminenteſt Matthew 
Barons ſhould be made Conlervators of the Mogne Char. and that all ff —_. 
the reſt of the Barons and people ſhould take an Oath to be aiding and Jitfiend, 
afliſting to them in their preſervation thereof; and that the King $pred,D-- 
fhould ſurrender into their hands his four principall Caſtles, that ſo if me! in his- 
he infringed his Charter,they might compell him to obſerve it. This lf 
was the highet Militia, and ſecurity of that kind our Anceſtors ever 
demanded orenjoyed; (which is nothing comparable unto that now. 
grapted us by the King,) who reſted ſatisfied therewith. 

3.Becauſethe King and his ſucceſſors are hereby nor only totally dif- 
abledto raiſe any forces to opprefle the people,or difturb their. pos 
ang: 
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and fettlement , but all perſons diſcouraged from aiding or afliſting 
them by any Commiſſion or authority whatſoever, under pain of 
high Treaſon,and lofſe both of life atid;eſtate, at the pleafure of both 
- Houſes, without anyibenefit of pardon from the KING,diſabled for to 
grant it.So great a diſcouragement for any.perſons of fortune or qua- 
lity, to appear forthe King or his party in the Field for timeto come, 
that in all humane probabi'ity, none ever will or dare to appear in 
arms hereafter for the King,agzinit the Parliament,being ſure to forfeit 
all without any hopesof pardon. And if this A& had been pailed as 
a Law b:fore our Wars, I dare preſume not any ene Engliſh Lord , or 
Gentleman durſt once to have appeared in the Field for the King, and 
wee had never felc the miſeries of a civill War. | | 
Fourthly,Becaule the Ailitie of Ireland, Ferſy Guernſey,and Wiles as 
well as Englazd, is wholly tranſferred from the King,ro the Houſes,fo 
as we need tear no danger thence ; andthe Militia of Sc-tland being in 
their Parliaments diſpoſall, if wee hold a Brotherly correſpondency 
With chem, I kaow no otherenemies weneed to fear; . for the Navy 
being in che Houſes power, wee need not fear any forraigne invafion 
that can hurt us, if we can agree at home. _ 
All which conſidered, | dare affert, we have now the greateſt ſecurity 
ofany people under Heaven againſt all armed regall force and power , 
the King having giyen up all his Military power into the Houſes 
The King 4&u3ll poſi: flion, and religned his Sword and Armes into their hands.

Treaſurer and Treaſurer of: Wars in Tre/and. Would you have yet more? 
You have the nomination of the Lord Deputy,and chief Governour of 
Trelaxd, and of all the Preſidents of the ſeverall Provinces of that King- 
dome for twenty years', and of all other forenamed great Officers, 
Judges and Treaſurers there ; a great ſtrength and reall addicjon to the 
Alilitia of that Kingdome, which —_— doe us harw, if we ac 
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of theſe conceſſions, which inveſt usin ſuch power there, as no Par], 
of Englandever yerexpetted nor laid claim to. What is there yet re- 
maining for your ſafety ? Perchance 5eu will ſuſpeft,the King mayhave 
many ſecret defigns and intercourſes with forraign enemies and States, 
and grand Malignants at home.to undo all,which we ſhall never diſco: 
ver without ſome further proviſions then yetwe have made. Truly no: 
you have a remedy already provided and granted for this, The nomi- 
nation and appointing of the Lord Warden of the Cinque-ports, the 
principall gates to letin, or keep out Forraign Enemies or Spics ; and 
of the Secretaries of State, who will be privieto all his Maj. ſecrets and 
tranſa&ions of publick concernment , receive all letters of intelli- 
gence direQed to him,and moſt commonly return all Anſwers to them. 
There is now but one thing more wanfing to make this fecurity com- 
Pleat and firm, the Kings Great Seals of England and Ireland, the grea- 
teſt Regall Aſſurance & confirmation he can give you; apd of theſe you 
have both the cuſtody and diſpoſal, having the nomination & appoint= 
ment both of the E.Chancellors;L.Keepers, and Commiſſioners of the 
Great Seal in England and Ireland.

of Commons ag well as of the King and Lords. By which provition,the 
Commons are made not only, inſomeſenſe,the Judges of Peers them- 


ſelves (which they could not try or judge beforeby the expreſe letter of / 


Magna Chartachap, 29.and the* Common Law ) bur {even their very 
Creators too. 

Thirdly, I is an extraordinary prejudice and blemiſh on the Kings 
cauſe,and an extream diſhoneur,diflatisfa&ion 8 diſengagement vpon 
his own party,then which a greater cannot be imagined. For what 
higher affront or diſgrace could the King put upon thoſe Nobles, Gent, 
& others who have ſpent their eſtates, loſt their blood, Iimbs and adven- 
turedtheir very lives in this cauſe againſt the Parliament, and recei- 
ved no other reward for it but an empty title of honour | perchance a 
Kightſhip, Lordſhip,or the bare title of a Marqueſle, Earl, or Viſcount, 
which they have enjoyed but a year or two,with lietle benefit and lefſe 
content, | to be thus by Ac of Parliament with the Kings owne Royall 
afſent,( whoconferred thoſe titles on them for their gallant ſervices in 
bis behalfe)thus ſaddenly degraded and diveſted of them all, asif they 
had never been? A perpetuall brand to them & their poſterity, who mult 
be inforcedto giveplace ro ſuch of whom they have had precedency 8. 
place by vertue of theſe dignities. Which high affront and ſcorne, I am 

verely perſwaded,will pierce and break many oftheir own, atleaſt their 
Ladies hearts,and for ever diſoblige them in the bighelt degree, 


4thly, It will make all the ancientand new. Nobility and Peers of” 


England lefle dependent on the King, lefſe complying to ſerve his ends 
upon all yccafions, being never able to gratifie or reward them(though 
never ſo ambitious) with any new Honours or Peerſhips, without con- 
ſent ofbeth Houſes of Parliament, whom they dare not diſpleaſe,or diſ- 
oblige, for fear of croſſing them in their defired dignities and ticles, 
as well asin their great Offices, which are both now ia their diſpoſall 
not in the Kings alone, 

In brief,the King in his Conceftion,hath. maniſeſied the greateſt hu- 
miliation and ſelt-deniall, that any King fince there was a Kingdome 


in the world hath done. Ir is, and hath been the ancient and undoubted 


prerogative of all Kings in the world, but eſpecially of the Kings of 
Englaxd to conferre honours & dignitics of all ſorts(eſpecially Knight- 
hood) on whom they ſhall think meet, and more principally on thoſe 
who have merited it by their gallantry in the field ; as Mr. Selden 
proves at large in his Titles of bozour, and others who have written of 
that Subje&. Now for the King out of a deſire only of a happy peace

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and ſettlement,not onely to part with much of the Royall Prerogative 
which all other Kings in the world enjoy for the future,bur to repealthe 
Honours and Titles conferred by him on his adherents,for reward of 
cheir ſervices in times paſt,during all theſe wars, is ſuch a miracle and 
' high degree of ſe] fe-deniall,as no age hath-produced the like, and thac 
which moſt ofthis houſe, had the King prevailed,would have rather loft 
their lives Chad they conferred any ſuch Ticles on their Generalls and 
Commanders) chen have condeſcended to, ſhould the King require it: 
And therefore I cannot agree with thoſe over-cenforious Gentlemen, 
whoſo oftinculcate this,that they can ſeeno humiliation at al or change 
of heart in the King, when I find {o greata change, and deep a humij- 
liation in Him in this, end all other forementioned free Conceſſions, 
without any or little heſitation 3 and I heartily wiſh their owne hearts 
were as much humbled as his, and then I doubt no: but they would 
thankfully embrace,& reſt fully ſatisfied with his conceffions for thejx 
owneand the Kingdomes benefit. The next propolition tending to the 
peace and ſettlement of the Kingdome is this, 


That the Xing do give his Royall affent to ſuch AR or Ats for 7pe,,,. 
the raiſing of moneys for the Parliament, & ſatirfying of the publique pofirion 
Debts and Damages of the Kingdome, and other publique uſes as fhal for raiving 
hereafter be agreed on by both Houſes of Parliament. And it the King 79neys 
do not give his aſſent thereto, then it being done by both Houſes, the ET 
ſame ſhall be as valid to all intents and purpoſes, as if the R oyall afſent pubtike 
had been given thereunto. To this Propoſition the King hath condes- debrs, ar- 
ſcended,ſo asthoſe Aﬀs be paſſed within two years after the Treaty en- !<ar,&c, 
ded : which the Houſes have now voted tobe ſatisfaftory. — 


This Propoſition ſecures all moneys lent upon the publike faith : all pc 


arrears due to Officers& ſouldiers,yea all moneys advanced by any who 
have purchaſ'd Biſhops lands,for their loſſes by reverfions after 99 years 
eraty preſent rents,to be reſerved tothe Crowne for the uſe of the 
Church,(with which thoſe Members who have purchaſed ſuch Jands or 
advanced moneys upon them,declare themſelves moſt unſatisfied) & all 
thoſe who have ſuſtained publique loſſes. Yea, if the King denies his 

royall aſſent thereto,'tenables both Houſes,to make a valid AQ of Par- 

liament without the King in this caſe, and in caſe of the Militia likewiſe, 

which was never challenged by, nor granted to both Houſes in any

ancient then V;l:am the Conqueror)that our Anceſtors never enjoyed 
the like : It exempts mens hci:s under age, and their eſtates from being 
made a prey for hungry Courtiers,orover-reacking Commi: tees of them 
& their eftates;]r exempts them from being married to any againſt their 
tree conſents, without any ſingle or double forfeiture of the values of 
their marciages, to which they were forme:ly liable;from marriages to 
perſons of ſmall,or no, orbroken' fortunes, and different diſpoſitions, 
which haveruined many families, from many chargeable ſuits,cxpences, 
& excellive fees & gratuities to Eſcheators, Feodaries & all ſorts of gri- 
ping Officers in the Court of Wards,and from vaſt expences and extra- 
ordinary vexation in finding, and traverſing Offices, ſuing out Live- 
ries &c. and many ſuits and queſtions ariling thereupon, which have 
undone roo many : And irdeprives the King of ſuch an over-awing

The King is fleſh and blood as well as-we,and nature teacticth him to 
uſc the beſt means he may for his own preſervation, and deliverance in 
ſuch a ftrait: The Army the laſt Summer refuſed to disband or ſuffer a- 
ny of their forces to go for Ireland; to preſerve and - ſecure that King- 
dome, only from this grouud of ſelf-preſervation , upon which they 
would now enforce you by their REMONSTRANCE, 
and marching up to vour doors with their forces,to break off the Trea- 
ty,or vote it wholly unſatisfaftory:whencemoſt Gent. that differ in opi- 
nion from me haye madethis their ſole or chief argument that the Kings 
anſwers are unſatisfaCtory,becauſe the Army eMHe will not' be ſatisficd. 
It then your own Army may thusdiſobey your votes, and force your 
conſents,only upon a pretence of ſelt-preſervations and defence, . when 
they are In no viſible danger,the King by as good or better reaſon in 
this extremity of danger,might juſtly make uſe- of Ormonds endeavours 
for his better ſatety.and enlargement. And if ſome Members have affir- 
med in the Houſe, (as hath been alleadged in this debate) that they 
would joyn with Turks or the worft of Nations, and cal} them in to 
their aſſiſtance rather thcn-the King ſhould come in by conqueſts: then 
the King by like reaſon might joyn with Ormond andthe Iriſh, rather 
then be thas laid aſide anddeftroyed.

Thirdly, Againſt the danger and revivall of Epiſcopacy, and the ap- 
endances thereunto belonging, the King hath clearly condeſcended 
to theſe particulars in termizis, Firft, to an ACt for the abolition of all 
Archbifheps, Chatcellors, Commiſſaries, Deanes and Sub-Deans, Deans ard 
Chapters, Arch-deacons, Canons, Prebendaries, &c. and all other Fpiſcopall, 
Cathedrall or Collegiate Officers both in England, Wales and Ireland : and 
tothe diſpoſall of all their Lands and Poſſeſſions for ſuch uſes as the Houſes 
ſhall _—_ meet: So as there is no feare at all of their re{urre&ion 
to diſturb owr Church.

contends for nothing now but their power of Ordination only:and 
that not ſolely vefted in the Biſhop,bur in him and other Presbyters 
Jointly: yet ſo as the Biſhop ſhould'have a negative Voice in Ordi- 
nations, But the Houſes voting this unſarisfatory,becauſe that the

ſuing, during the Presbyteriall Governme nt, no Biſhops ſhall at all exerciſe 
this power of Ordingtion in, the Church. Secondly, That if he can be ſatis- 
fied in point of pas ak within that time, upon conference with Divines, 
That this power of Qrdiuation, ſo:far as to have a Negative waice in. it, be- 
longs not only unto Apoſtolical Biſbeps by a divine Right;then he wil fully con- 
ſent to the utter abolition even of this power of Ordination- inthe Biſhops. 
Thirdly, That after the, three yeares are expired, if the King can 
neither ſatisfie his Hqufes in point of conſcience,nor they him upon 
debate, That this power of Ordination belongs Jure Divino to Bi- 
ſhops; that yet the exerciſe of that power ſhall be tetally ſuſpended in them till 
He and both Honſes ſhall agree upon a Gevernment, and by A& of Parliament 
ſettle a Form of Ordination.So as if. both Heuſes never conſent that Biſhops ſhall 
hereafter haze a hand, or: negative, voice in Ordination, this power of Biſhop's 
is perpetuaily ſulpended,ang as to, the exerciſe of it, perpetually aboliſhed 
even by this Conceſlion,ſo as it can never be revived again without 
both Houſes concurring afſents.

2 thoſe Churches to be Miniſters, tn theſe very words : Fbat zs comman- 
pag. 479. dediobewritten to the Angeli, THAT 18 THE MINISTERS ( not 
t0 434: Biſhops ) of the Churebes of Epbeſws, Smyrna, &c. If then the Angel:, 
by their joint confeſſions, when theſe Contents were firſt compoſed 
and prefixed, were only the A4iniſters{not Bifsops Jof theſe Churches, 
and have ever fince been conſtantly admitted;confefi:d,and this pub- 
liſhed to be ſo even in our authorized Bibles uſed in all Churches, 
Chappels, Families,and printed cm privilegio five or bx times a yeer, 
without any alteration-or diſallowance of this Expoſition : I marvel 
much how the Biſhops nowdare inform the King, That thele Aagels 
certainly were only Biſbops but not Ainiſters, diametrally contrary to 
theſe authorized Contents oftheir own or Predecefſors affixing, with 
learned King James hisapprobation 3 or how his Majeſty when Hee 
knowes It can beleeve them, though they ſhould averr it,againſt His 
own Fathers, and the whole Church of England: reſolution , which 
bath ſo long received and approved this Tranſhtion (excluding all o- 
thers in publick ) and theſe Contents thereto prefixed. 

Secondly, Admit this Angell-of Ephe/av to bea: Dioceſan Biſhop , 
diſtin&:from an ordinary Presbyter;yet he was but an Apoſtate, who 
bad boſt bis firſt love, ver.q.

'S. O, 
of Chrift ) when as the Angells ſtanding by, a& or ſpeak little in of (ns 
theſe kinds, like our late dumb unpreacking and rare-praying Pre- 
lates. 
Fourthly, the 24 Elders (not the Angells) fing this new Soug of 
praiſe to Chriſt, x Rev. 5.9. 10.Horthy art thews to take the booke, Yc. 
And haſt madeus Kings and Prieſts (not Angells or Biſhops)to God 
the Father,and we (not the Angels):bat REIGN on the Exrth,therefore 
In all theſe reſpefts, if the Angells in the Apocalypſe bee Biſhops, 
as our Prelates dreame; the Elders muſt of neceſſity jure divino, bee 
theic Superiors and Lords paramountin point of dignity , honour, 
Soveraignty, Miniſtry, and they inferiour in juriſdi&ion and. 
power unto Presbyters,not ſuperior,as they would really make them- 
ſelves. When his Majeſty ſhall be informed of theſe, and many other 
particulars of this kinde, I doube not but his conſcience will be 
mach ſatisfied, as wholly to forgoe and lay afide his pretended Apo.

If then the King in two or 
three former T reaties, by both Houſes full and free conſent, and a * Bill 
paſſed by them for that purpoſe; was to enjoy to himſelfe, his Heirs and 
Succeſlors all thedemeſne Lands, Mannors, Poſleſions,Reverſions, 
Rents ,[nheritances and Revenues of Archbiſhops and Biſhopsz,and 
likewiſe of Deans and Chapters,Prebends,and the like,ic ſeems to me 
very juſt & reaſonable,that he ſhould demand and enjoy the Reverfi- 
ons of them after ninety nine years, and ſuch a moderate Rent as 
he and both Houſes ſhallagree on.

Bur 
admit it be any loſle at all ro them, and not: rather a gain ( as things 
now ſtand in our tottering condition, )yet it is only of the reverſion

term, and think they had a good bargain too, at leaſtwiſe far better 
then the Biſhops in caſe they ſhould revive again, as ſome fear, who 
muſt be kept ſtarving for 99 years, inexpeation of a dry Reverſion. 
All which confidered,the Kings Anſwers touching ſuch Revecſions,L 
humbly conceive will be very fatisfaory to the purchaſers of Biſhops 
lands theraſelves; who are moſt difpleaſed with it.

amount unto, upon ajult computation. By which means the Pur- 
chaſers, by way of Exchange of Deans and Chapters Lands and 
Rents for their Biſheps,ſha!l have ſuch full and ſatlsfaftory content, 
even in kind,as will cleare the Honour, juſtice, and Reputation of 
the Houſes fairdealings in this particular,throughout al theworld, 
and give the Minifters full fatisfaftion likewiſe, for the anugmenta- 
tion of whoſe livings and maintenance the Deanes and Chapters 
Lands and Rents are deſigned, by ſettling the reverſion and Rents 
reſeryed to th: Crown out of the Biſhops Lands, for the Charches 
uſe,upon thoſe who ſhould have enjoyed the Deans and Chapters 
Landsthus ſettled on the Purchaſers by exchange, which being of e= 
quall value,can be no lofſe nor prejudice to any. 


This is ſuch a viſible and reall ſatisfa&ion to all purchaſers, as 
noneof themcan jultly open their mouths againſt, being both for 
their owne'ſecurity and advantage, and the Kingdomes ſettlement. 
But if any of them diſlike this reall fatisfaftion (which the King no 
doubt will yeeld to) there is an other means provided by -this very 
Treaty for their ſatisfaRion;and that is,by ready money, for what 
ever they ſhalt loſe by Biſhops Lands in pofſeſſion or reverſion, by 
this Reſervation to theCrown, which I am ſure they never will 
nor can refuſe in Juſtice or equity, they having the Biſhops Lands 
conveyed to them only, by way of Morgage or ſecurity for Moneys 
lent apon the publiketaith. And the houſes. by the .12th, Article 
of this Treaty have time within two years ſpace by A& or Ads, to 
raiſc any ſummes of money for the payment of the publique debts 
of the Kingdome, whereofthe moneys lent upon Biſhops Lands 
and the publique faith, are aprincipall part ; and the ſame Juſtice of 
che Houſes which hath already previded by ſeverall Ordinances,a 
fufficiene recompence and ſatisfaftion for purchaſers of Biſhops 
Lands in caſesof evition, or ofemergent charges and incumbran- 
ces diſcovered after the purchaſes made, may. be a ſufficient aſſu- 
rance to them of the Houſes Juſtice, that they will give them as 
good or better ſarisfaftion by one of theſe two wayes I have here 
propounded, for any thing they hall part with eo the King or 
Church for the ſettlement of the Kingdomes peace. 
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Seventhly, it hath beene the ſolemn Proteſtation and Declara- 
tion of both Houſes of Parliament, in all their Remonftraxces to 
the King, Kingdome and forraine States, that they have taken up defen- 
ſrve Armes againit the Kings Party, onely for the maintenance of Religion, 
Lawez, Liberties, &c, and to bring Delinquents to condigne puni(bment. 
Now Biſhops Lands and Rents, I am certaine, are neither our 
R:ligin, Lawer,ner Liberties; and I thinke they are no Delinquent, 
though moſt Biſhops are. And ſhall we now after ſeven yeares 
Warres, and fixty dayes Treaty, make Biſhops Lands, which for 
fiveyeares time or more of our Warres were never thought of, the 
ſole or principal! cauſe at: leaft of. our preſent breach with 
the King, and the onely ground of a new Warre? God forbid : 
will not the world then juſtly cenſure us for notorioitis hypo= 
crites and mmpoſtors, pretending one thing, and intending ano- 
ther ? will they nor then ſay, that Biſhops Palaces and Lands were 
the onely : Re/igion/and Likwry wehave tought for;the onely Delzn- 
quents we have brought to publick Jultice and execution ? that we 
would never have ſuppreſſed Archbiſhops and Biſhops, nor en- 
tred intoa folemne Leagne and Covenant, with band lifted up to bea- 
2cn, to endeavour toextirpate them #& Amichriſtian, but _P to 
gaine-and retaineall their Lands and Revenues, and ritver condem- 
ned their Fun , but oncly to ſeize on their Poſſ-frons ? And 
that we ter ve maintaine an Army upon their exhauſted Parſes 
and Eſtates, only to defend theſe Parchafers Titles to the Biſhops 
Inhericance9?If fo, for ſhame let us never break off this Treaty, nor 
ruine two or three Kingdomes-upon ſuch an abſurd difſatisfaRi- 
on asthis: And if our Parchaſers of Biſhops Lands ſhall fill re- 
fuſe to reſt ſatisfied with that twofold recompence I have for- 
merly mentioned, and keepup an Army to maintaine their Pur-

at it (as yet unſatisfied in conſcience) as to the taking ofir himſclfe

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pointed to conſider of,: but have not yet reported ought to the 
Houſe. Beſides, be hath approved the lefler Catechiſm as far as you 
defired,who reft ſatisfied with his anſwer concerning it:And as for 
the Presbyteriall Government,he hath abſolutely conſented to ſettle it 
far three years. 

But it hath been much inſiſted on by-many, That the Kings Grant 
of the Presbyterian Government is no wayes' ſatistaQtory, becauſe 
only for three years ; And therefore they will break off the Treaty 
for this reaſon,and vote the Kings anſwers upon the whole unſa- 
tisfaftory,becauſe too ſhort in this particular.

only principall reaſon of our diſſatisfaForineſſerwith the Kings Con- 
ceſſions,(which I am confident not ten men in the Army ever heard 
of, but by report alone and never ſeriouſly ſcanned, as we have 
done)is {uch an abſurdity,as will render us for everboth ridicu- 
lousand odious to allwour friends and foes,to preſent, to future Ages. 
For ſhame therefore let us no more inſiſt upon ſuch extravagancies. 
Having anſwered theſe two Iron Arguments, againſt the unſartis- 
faftorineſſe of the Kings Anſwers,and all others hitherto inſiſted 
on:I humbly conceive, I have tully ſatisfied every rationall mans 
conſcience, that the King hath granted us all we have demanded, 
that is really neceſſary or conducing to the ſpeedy ſettlement of a 
lafting and well-grounded Peace, and the future ſecurity of our 
State, Kingdom,Church,Religion,againſ all feared dangers from 
the King}or any others;and [I ſhall challenge and pur it to the con- 
ſcience of any Gentleman diflenting from me, whether he can pro- 
ound any one thing more(cxcept an Oath which is intended when 
all is concluded )efſential}, tor the fuller and firmer ſecling of our 
Laws, Liberties,Priviledges,Lives,Eftaces, Religion, Kingdoms,Par- 
liaments, Army, and fatisfying of all publike intereſts, then what 
have been already propounded and the King compleatly granted 
in this Treaty: It then the King hath granted us every thing, our 
felves during ſeven years advice and conſultation could poſſibly 
think of for our ſecurity and ſettlement, far more then we our ſelves 
demanded in two orthree former Treaties, and would have bin glad 
with the moity of it within theſe few months,& ten thouſand times. 
more then we can gain by a breach with the King upon ſuch difad- 
vantages; why ſhould we not all reft thankfully contented, and 
blefle our God,that he hath at laſt inclined the Kings heart to grant 
ſo mych, whereas heretofore he refuſed to condeſcend to the tithe 
_ of that he hath granted now.Doubtlefle wecan never anſwer ſuch 
a peeviſhabſurd ingratitude either to God or men,and thoſe Couii- 
tics, Cities,and Buroughs, who ſent us hither in their Reads, will 
conne us little thanks,for refufmg Peace,upon ſuch honorable, be- 
neficiall and ſafe Conceſſions,as neither they nor wecan ever here- 
after hope for, if rejected now ; upon no grounds of reaſon, but.

7. Both Honſcs haviag held a Perſonall Treaty with the King ſo. 
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ſer to the Kings Propoſitions, to reſtore bim to a condition of Free- 
dome, Homuour, and Safety, according to the Lawes of the Realm ( which 
was che rmie» own propoſals in bis behalfe in Auguſt, 1647.) Wee 
can neitherin honeity, honour, juſtice nor conſcience ( were hee ten 
thou'ſand timesworle then the Army would render him ) depoſe and 
bring him to execution. ltbeing againſt all the rules of ſaltice,and 
honour berween two profeſſed enemies, who had no relations one 
to another; much more between King and SubjeQs in a civil War, 
and a thing withsut pretident in any ages.

ſeeming demand in aperſonall Treaty, between perſons fianding both 
free, and in equall ballance of power ; but uot when one party is wholly 


and Liberties; and buth Houſes engaged themſelves by Vote in Fa 


ſubdued, captivated, impriſ.ned,and inthe others porrer. But this cer- 


tainly.is adifference ſpun with a Jeſuiticall thred;For to treat wich 
any King in our power, or out of it, on articles of Peace , up- 


on theſe terms; That if he conſent tothem, We will reſtcre him to- 


his Throne with Honor, Freedom, Safetyzand when he hath ycelded 
us our Demands, then to depoſe and cat off his head is the higheſt 
breaci of Faich, Truth, Honor, and Juſtice, that can be imagined: 
andthoſe who dare juliifie ſuch perfidious and unchriitian dealing 
deſerve rather. the ſtile of Twrks and equivocating Jeſuites, then pious 
Saints. 


8, Thereis no preſident in Scripture, that the General Aſſembly, . 


or Sanhedrin of the Jews or lirealites, didever judicially impriſon , 
depoſe or execute any. one of the Kings of Jadab or Tfrael, though 
many of them were the grofleſt Idolaters, and wickedeſt Princes 
under heaven; who ſhed much innocent blood , and opprefſed the 


people ſundry waies- We know that David. himſelfe commyted- 


adultery with Uriab his wife, a faithfvl! Servant and Souldier, whiles 


he was with his Generall Foab'in the field :- and then afterward cau-- 


ſed him tobe treacheronfly ſlain. Yet neither the Aſſembly of the 


Elders, nor Joab and the Army under him, did impeach or crave 


Jaftice againſt him for theſe fins, though hee lived impeniently in 
.them. And when hee numbred the people aiterwards, for which 
ſin ſeventy thouſand of his SubjQs loſt their lives; ' yet was hee/not 
arraigned nor depoſed for it : and God who is Sovereignly juſt , 
though Dazid was the principall malefaQtor in thiscaſe, j* not the 
ſole; and thereupon when bee ſaw the Angell that ſmote the people,

Yet God ſpared him and his houſhold, though the principalls, and 
punithed the people only with death,for this fin of his. After him 
Solomon his (on, a maneminentfor wiſdome and piety ar firſt, apo- 
ſtatizced to moſt groſle Idolatry of all forts, to pleaſe his idolatruus 
Wives, and decame a great opprefſor of his people, -making their 
burthens very heavy; yet his Subjects or Soldiers did neither im- 
peach nor depoſe himfor it ; andthough he were the principall 
offendor, yet God ſpared him for Davids ſake, in not taking the 
ten Tribes from him for theſe (ins , during his lifezthough he rent 
them from his ſon Rhehohoam,who was at moſt but accefſory,for his 
Fathers (ins, not his. True it is, ſome of the Idolatrous Kings of 
Iſrae!, by the jui avenging hand of God wereflain by private con- 
ſpiracies, and popular tumules, in an illegall way z but net depoſed + 


. nor arraigned by theic Sanhedrins, orGenerall Congregationszand 


thoſe who flew them, were ſometimes ſtain by others who: aſpired to the 
Crown, or by the people of the Lend, or by their children who ſucceeded 
thens;and came to untimely tragicall ends. 

9. Though there bs ſomePreſidents of Popiſh States and Parlia- 
ments depoſing their Popiſh Kings and Emperors at home, and in 
forraign parts, in an extraordinawy way, by power of an armed par- 
ty: Yet there is no preſident of any one Proteſtant Kingdom or State, 
that did ever yet judicjally depoſe or bring to execution, any of their 
Kings and Princes, though never ſo bad, whether Proteſtants or Pa- 
pitts; and the Proteſtants in France, though ſome of their Kings, 
when they had inveſted themin their Thrones , became Apoſtates to 
Popery and perſecuters of their people; albeit they reſiſted them 
by force of arms in the field to preſerve their lives z; did never once 
attempt to pull them fromtheir Thrones, or bring theic perſons un- 
to Juſtice: And I hope our Proteſtant Parliament will never make 
the ficlt preſident in this kindznor ftain their Honor or Religion with 
the blood of a Proteſtant King,againſit ſo many Oathes, Proteftations, 
Covenants, Declarations, and Remonſtrances made and publiſhed 
by them to the contrary, | 

10.For the preſidents of Edward the Second, and Richard the Se- 
cond intimes of Popery, they were rather forcible rehgnations. by 
power of an Army , then judiciall deprivations, neither of them 
being ever legally arraigned and brought to tryall in Patliament. 
And /lortimr who had the chief hand in depoking King Edward the 
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impeached,condemned,and executed as a Traitor,and guilty of high: 
Treaſon, for murihering Edward the ſecond after he was depoſed, at 
Berkiez-cafil:, and Sir Simon Bereford , ( together with Themas Gur- 
ey and William Ocle) were adjudged Traitors for affilting him 
therein-3 one of them executed, and great rewards promiſed to. the. 
apprehenders of the other two. And as for Richard the fecond: 
though he was depoſed:a{ter Henry the Fourth was crowned by pre- 
tence in Parliament; yet this depoſition after his refignation only,not 
before it: and withoutany formall tryall orarraignment ,- or any 
capitall judgement of death againſt him, for which Ffind*'no 
preſident in any Parliament of England, Scotland, France, nor yer in 
Denmark it (elf, though an eleAive Kingdome;who, though they juſtly 
depoſed Cbriſtiern the ſecond , for his moſt abominable I yrannies 
and'Cruelties,yetthey never adjudged, or pat him to death, but only 
reſtrained him asa priſoner. I ſhall only add this , that though the 
eleftive Kingdoms of Hungary, Bohemia, Polmd; Denmark,and Sweden, 


have in their Parliaments and Diets d:poſed ſiniry of their Kingsfi vr 


their wickednefſes and tyranny;yet they never judicially concemmd any 
one of them is deatb,chough Papiits , And for a Proteſtant Parliammnt(to 
-pleaſean Army only,afted by Jeſvuires in this-particalar; to render 
both Parliament, Army, and our Rcligion too for ever cxecrable 
throughout the worldzand ſer al! mens pens and hands againſt them 
to their rnine) to begin ſuch a bloody preſident as this, upon a mol! 


falſe pretext,ot ſetling peace;contrary to the expreſs command of Gcd. 


'himſelf;who-commands Chrittians 7 pray for Kings, and all in author;= 

2y, that they may live @ quiet and peaceable life nnder them in all gedlineſſe and 
' boneſty, (not ro depoſe orcut of their heads; as the only way to peace 
and ſcttlement;will not only be ſcandalous but monſtrous. 

The ian one 76 prepole for a preſent .peace and ſettlement; 
3s the executing of the Prince if bes came not over up ſummons at 
a fbirt diy, and give-not ſatisfaGtion ro the Houſes : or elſe 10 declare 
bim andthe Duke of York ,3f toey appear nit upon: ſummons, 10 bee 

 ncapable of any Truſt or Government in this Kingdom , or - any Di- 
minions therenuts belonging, and thence to ftandexiledfor ever as Eneneies 
and Traitors, to die without mercy,if ever taken or foundtherein. A Jeluiti- 
call incvitable way ro civill Wars and ruine. For the King being depo- 
ſed and cut off;the Prince no doubt is next heir ro the Crown , both 
by-the common Law,and theflaeate of 1: Jacobi cop. 1, to wa—_ 
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doubt a Vote or Ordinance of both Houfes only, will be: no ſuch le-: 
gall barce in any Lawyers or Wiſemans Judgemeat,but that hee will 
claim his right; and the generallity ot the Kingdome( at lealtten 
thouſand to one proclaim and embrace him for. their lawtult King, 
and aſſt him with their lives and fortunes,both to regain and retain 
his right,being bound by cheir Cath of Supremacy: and Allegiance, 
and their Solemn League and Covenant foto do. And\mult not this 
of neceſlity beget a preſentlaſting War;in ſtead of a ſpeedy ſetled peace? 
undoubtedly it will. Bat confider further,that the Prince 1s not only 
Heir apparent to the Crown of England, but of Scotland and Ireland 
too 3 andthough we reje&; .yet undoubtedly Scotland and Ireland 
will readily imbrace bim as their lawfull King, notwichfanding any 
Votes of ours;and will both unanimonfly affit him with: their lives 
and fortunes to recover his right w the Crown of England ; and thoſe 
two Kingdoms falling off wholly fromus, and proclaiming Warce 
againſt us,and joining with that potent party here, which, certainly 
will appear in his behalfe, 'outof a naturall inclination to the right 
undoubted Heir, or hopes of fayour and preferment (fince Plures ſoleys 
orientens Quan eccidentem adorantur and with all his friends and allies 
Forces from abroad;whether this wilnotbean unavoidable occalion, 
not only ofa prefent war,but of certain deſtrucions and deſolation 
to this poor Kingdome,and more eſpecially to the Army. and their 
adherents in this deſperate adyice, (who muſt and or fall upon their 
own bottame, without the leaſt aid or contribation from any other) 
I delire them, and all others who have either eyes or brains in their 
heads mdſt ſeriouſly to conſider, But that which makes me moſt of all 
deteſt this deſperate advice,ts this, That it is the only way that can 
be thoughtupon to accompliſh the Popes and Jeſuires deligns,to ſetup 
Popery,end ſubvert the Proteltant Religion,and profeſſors of it in all 
our thxee Kingdoms,and inall forraign Realms beyond the Seas. For 
if thisieforming Parliament,which hath. pretended ſo. much to the 
<extirpation of | Anoe ſhall ſo far play the Popes and Jeluites ( the 
undoubted contrivers of this Armys New-model of our peace and ſet- 
tlement )as to depoſe and behead the King his father,and forever diſ- 
Inherit him of the Crown,& bring bim «s a Traitor 0 die without merey, 
f be Come bither:Tt wil ſo far provoke and exaſperate him & theDuke, 
being both young andof generous ſpirits,not throughly grounded 
in our Religion;and under the Queenstuicion, andin the power _ 
| this 
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this popifh party abroad, who will aggravate theſe high affronts 
and jnjurics put upon them to theutmoit,and on whole prote&iun 
they will be in this caſe neceſſitated to caft themſetves; that wtheuc 
i5:great fear and probabilicy, they will immediately renounce {uch 
abloody.and deictiable Religion, as ſhall infligate us to fuch horrid 
ations and Councels, and abominate all the protefſors of it, fo as 
totally to abandon them, and turn Roman Catholicks in goodear- 
neſt; and then match them{elves to great potent popifh Alliances : 
and by their purſes, torces, and aſsiſtance; and of the Popes, and all 
his Catholick ſonnes in Forraigne parts tor the advancement of the 
Catholick capſe; and.of the popiſh, Malignants, and diſcontented 
parties in England, Scotland, and Ireland (which will queſtionleſie re- 
ceive and aſsift the Prince as their Soveraign Lord and King) invade 
our poore, impoveriſhed,divided and diſtreſſed kingdom with ſach 
a.power,, as'in all humane probability would fs over-runne 
and deſtroy this mutinous Army, and the Houſes too,put them with 
their adherents to the Sword, without mercy or quarter, and diſ- 
inherit them and their heirs for ever,to revenge theirFathers blood, 
ant their diſ-inheriſon of the Crown,&c.And then Popery and Pre- 
lacywill both return with greater authority,power,& approbation 
then-pver; over-ſpread'our whole three kingdoms,and extirpate our 
Relidion 8 the profeſſors of it,as the moft anti-Monarchical, trea- 
.cherausandperfkdious bloody Miſcreants under heaven;& excite all 
other forraign States and kingdoms to do the like to prevent. the 
ſpringing wvpiot,a- new generation of treacherous King-killing, 
State=jabverting Agitators, and Hypocritical & perfidious Army- Saints; 
and engage al] Proceſtant kingdoms, Churches,and States,tor their 
own ſecurity and vinaication to diſclaim and declare againſt us. 
. This queſtionlefſe will be the {ad inevitable ifſue of this Jeſuiticall 
advice itever the Houſes or Army ihall put it into aQuall execution, 
and not ſpeedily prevent it; it being long ſince fore-plotted by the 
.Jcluites,as I ſhall prove anon, at the beginning of the late Warre a» 
gainſt the Scots. 
| Bat if the Prince and Duke be ſet aſide; T would gladly learn of 
theſe Statiſts, who, and what King they would ſet up? Not any of 
the Kings poſterity certainly, fince they diſ-inherit two at a blow ; 
and the blood being corrupted by the Kings and their attainders,no 
other heir can inherit it by deſcent; it muſt eſcheat to the Houſes or 
Armies diſpoſal, and become no kingdom at all but an Elefive 
O one, 
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one, itany: And is this the next way to peace and, ſettlement?Ifſo, 
I have certainly loſt my reaſon and ſenſes too. Nojit will beaſemi- 
nary of lafting Wars; of which few eleCtive Kingdoms are long free, 
every new eleftion producing commonly a new Warre, where there 
1sNo pretence of an hereditary ſucceſſion, much mare where a right 
| heir is forcibly and unjuftly diſ-inherited : I ſhall give you but one 
inſtance, (though I conld name you divers) and that is-a memora- 
E ble one at home in our owne kingdom, 
Ro "oy King Henry the firſt, having one onely daughter * Maud, to reſerve 
- Daiils io the Crown unto her after his death, cauſed her to be crowned, and 
he ute of Made all the Prelates and Nobles ſwear to receive her as their Queen 
King $c- and Princefle after his:deceaſe; But ſhe marrying afterwards to the 
pen,  Emperour; andbeing out of the Realme when King Henry died - 
The Archbiſhop of Canterbury with the reſt of the Prelates and 
Nobles (contrary to their Oath and agreement) elefted Stephen 
Earle of Bloyes for their King, and pat by Maud the right heir; Ste- 
phen taking an Oath to grant and confirm thoſe Laws and Liberties 
for thekingdoms peace and ſettlement, as they propounded to him 
| Before his Coronation: A very likely means to ſetele Peace and pro- 
iperity as they imagined; But was. the event anſwerable ? No ve- 
Tily ; this curſed perjury and pollicy brought all the chicte contri- 
vers cf it to great calamity and miſerable ends and engendred a 
bloody civill Warre inthe bowels of this kingdom, which contt- 
nucd no lefſe then ſeventeene years together, with interchangeable 
fucceſſes; till the whole kingdom was laid waſte and deſolate,moſt 
Houſes; Towns, and Villages-burned to the ground; their Gardens 
and Orchards quite deſtroyed”, their monies and eſtates exhau- 
fed and plundered; their Cattle and flocks conſumed and eaten up, 
their Fields over grown with weeds in ftead of Corne, moſt of the 
peopledevoured'by the Sword, Famine and Peftilence, and eleven 
hundred Caſtles, Holds,and Garriſons erefted;whick- were no other 


ment this polio pe laſt both Partics weary of: the Wars, 
out of pure neceſlity,. came to a Perſonall Freaty', and in conclu- 
ſion, made this agreement, That Stephen haying no iſſue - of Þ3s body, 
fhould enjoy the Crowne during his life ; and: Henry, fon- and heir. to 
Maud, and next heir alſo to Stephen, ſhonld fneceed him ,, after 
his.death , and in ſome ſort officiate with him in the kingdoms 
Govenment during his life. And fo theſe long lafting Warres —_—

but dens of Theeves and Plunderers; This was the peace and fertle- 
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ded; after which there were at leaſt cleven hundred Caffles demo- 
liſhed by order of Parliament erefted during theſe wars, to the 
Countreys utter undoing, Bur if wediſ-inherit the Prince and Duke, 
for ought I diſcern, if they ſuddainly recover not their poſleſsion of 
the Crown of England, after one ſeven years of Warre already e- 
lapſed, we may have ſeventeen years more, and ſeventeen after 
that again, and be reduced to a more miſerable condition then our 
Anceſtors were in King Stephens dayes : And that upon theſe two 
grounds. Firft, the conteſt then , wvas onely berween two Com- 
peticors for this one kingdom, who had no other kingdoms of their 
own to fide with them.But the Prince and Duke being ſucceſsively 
heirsas well to the Crowns of Scotland and Ireland, as England ; will 
have their aid and aſsiſtance, and of their forraign Friends too, to 
carry on the wars, till they have got pofſeſsion of the Crowne of 
Ergland, upon better terms then ever they are liketo enjoy it, if we 
accept of the XK. Conceſsions,which we can neverexped from them, 
if wedepoſeand ki] the King,and dif-inherit& banith them forTrai- 
tors.Secondly,Stephen the aftuall King then had no iſfue at all, and 
Henry was next heir tothe Crown,both to Maud and him,ſo as both 
Titles meeting in bim, thecontroverſie and wars muſt needs ceaſe. 
But if we ſhall now ſet up anew King by Ele@ion, either of the 
Kings line orotherwilſe; as long as there is either an EleCive King, 
or hereditary, to exclude this Prince or Duke, or either of their 
heirs to whom the inheritanceof the Crown belongs of right, we 
can neither hope for, norexpett either peace or ſettlement in this 
kingdom, as the bloody and long lived wars between the two 
Houſes of Lencafter and Tork will inform us, which never ended till 
they were both united in King Hezry the ſeventh. . 
* The Armies next propoſall to ſettle the Kingdoms peace, is as bad 
as any of the former ; to wit, * the ſpeedy diſſolving of this preſent Par- 


liament : whici ifnot preſently conſented to, for ought I diſcerne ' Remon:

O:dinances,from Fuly 26.to Auguſt 6.& after that marched through 
London in Triumph, broke down all their Forts and works about 
the City,tooke the Tower ofit of their poſſeiſion,divided the Mili- 
tia of Weſtmiiſt:r and Southwarke from them, impeached & impriſo- 
ned ſundry Aldermen and others, who appeared moſt aRive for the 
Parliament from the beginning, impeached, ſuſpended & impriſo- 
ned ſevenLords at once for ſundry months together;afterwards re- 
leaſed without any proſecution.

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titles are Antichriſtian, and the like, ſeconded with publique af- 
fronts to our Miniſters, climing up into their Pulpics interruping 
them publiquely in their Sermons,and making our Churches com- 
mon Stables in ſome places, and receptacles of their excrements, 
their open revilings at the proceedings of Parliam, and their Mem- 
bers, and all to render our Religion and the profeſſors of it odi- 
ous to thepeople, to make them readier and better inclined nnto

our Parliaments have in dice terms in * ſindry Ats condemned, 
and every one of us ſolemnly abjured in the oathef all:giance,ych 
he muſt take inmediatly before his fitting in the houſe, & without 
taking wherof he neither is nor can be enzbled to fit as a Member. 
I ſhall further offer this to your conſideration, that as ſoon as ever 
this Agreement of the people was ſuppreſſed in Novem. 1 6 47. and 
the king perſwaded to refe® the propoſitions tendred him by both 
Houſes, by ſome officers in the army, of purpoſe to treat on their 
propoſals : The agitators & Jeſuits in the army, oppoſed theſe Props- 
ſals and threating to offer ſome violenceto the Kings perſon,cauſed 
him fecretly co withdraw himfelt from Hampton Court,into the Iſle 
of I7izht,where they ſhut him up cloſe priſoner, without the Houſes 
privi:y : which done,they cauſed their confederates(when moſt of 
the Members were ſent into the Country to diſband the ſupernu- 
meraries)to paſle a vote in the Commons houſe,to make no more ad= 
dreſſes to the King, not to (et bim aſide,{ as they then-profefſed to many 
difſenting members)but only-to induce the K.to ſeck firſt to them; 
without which proteſtation,they had never caricd this votezwhich 
paſſed, % moſt of the Membrs departing, the 2. enſuing Votes were 
ſet on foot, & paſſed at an unſeaſonable hour,& gotten by ſurprize, 
The very next morning there came a Declaration front Sir Thomas 
Fairfax, and the Gen © Cowntell of the Army, Ian. 11.1647. fignifying

their reſolutions;to adhere to the Houſes ,for ſettling and ſecuring the 


parliament and kinydom,witbout the King and againſt him,or any other that 
{hall bereafter pertake with him. But the Lgrds ſticking at theſe Votes, 
there was a regement or two of foot ſent from the Army to garri- 
ſon Yhite ball;and a regiment of horſe bilited in'the Mxes,to fright 
and force the Lords to a Concurrence. And ſome few dayes after, a 
Book written by Dolman, ( alyas Parſons the Jeſuite) againſt King 
Tames his Title to the Crown; and concerning the lawfulneſſe of Sub- 
jes& Parliaments depofing &+ chaſtiſing of their Kings for their mi|gouern= 
ment, & the good & proſperous ſecceeſſe that- God commonly hath given to the 
ſame [ printed ont of Dolmans own printed Copy verbatim, except the 


word Parliament added te it now and then, was publiſhed co = 
| worl 
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world, with this Title : Severall Speecoes delivered at a conference,: 
concerning the power of Parliaments, fo pyoced againſt their King 
fo2 miſgovernment: which Book with this falſe new ritle pnblithed 
at this ſeaſon, intemated to the world, that this diſcourſe of a [:- 
ſuite (for which he was condemned of high treaſon) was nothing 
elſe, but {pecclies mad 5y ſome Members of the Commons bouje; at a confe= 
rence with ihe Lords, The higheſt diihonour & affront ever | ur upon 
a proteſtant Parliament, to have the book and doftrine of a leſuic 
thus falſly fathered on the m:of which,chough I my ſelf and othe: s 
complained, there was nothing done to vindicate the houſes frem 
this groſſe imputation:And about the ſame time,there-was another 
b-ok intituled, Royal tyranny diſcovered : Diſcovering the tiranny of 
the Kings, of Enyland from William the invader and robder & Ty- 
rant,alias the Conqueror,to this preſent King Charles; who is plain- 
ly proved, to be worſe and more tyrannicall then any of bis predeceſſyrs, and 
deſerves a more ſevere puniſhment from the hands of this preſent Parlia- 
men's then either of the dethroned Kings, Ed.2 or Rich.2, had from form-r 
Parliaments which they are beund by duty and Oath, without equivocation or 
collytion, to infli& upon bim, be being the greateſt delinquent in the three 
kingdoms,* and the head of the reſt;1o the title. In the Table, there are 
theſe paſſiges amongſt others, Charles Steward guilty of this treaſon. p. 
92,93,94195,97-C.K(Charls Rex)Dught fo be executed,p.57.where 
the houſesare not only preſſed to depoſe and execute bim but his exe- 
cution | in their negle&}tforetold, & that in Aneremplary manner, 
in diſpite of all his prote&ors and defendors . Which ITeſuitical books and 
counſels publithed at that inſtant, diſcovered clearly to my appre- 
henfion, their votes for laying the King then afide, & the depoling 
& executing of him to be chen intended, | only interrupted by the 
Scots invaſion & the laſt ſummers commotion, occaſioned by thoſe 
votes of Non addreſſes | and the forceing on of them then & now by 
che army,with the violence they uſe,to be no other but a very plot 
and projet of the Feſuits to ruine and diftroy the King and us, 
TT ſhall only add to this, what I manifeſted but now,that it was the 
T-ſvits plot when they engaged and aſlifted the King in his warre a-

gainſt the Scots, to daſh the proteſtants in both nations in peeces* 


one againſt another,8& ſo be maſters of both kingdoms, extirpate 
our religion in both ; and that if the King conſented not to grant

realms & Dominions, or did bur ſticke ar it, that then they would 
preſently poyſon & diſpatch him, poſſeſſe themſelves of the Prince, 
next heire to the Crowne,& then by flattery or menaces draw him 
to their Religion, match him to a Papiſt, and then all three King- 
domes would ſoon turn Papiſt-,and all Proteſtants be murthered, or 
burnt for Heretiques. Now theſe Papifs and Jeſuits underſtanding, 
that the King beyond & contrary to their expeRatis bath granted 
all or moſt of our Propoſitions in the Tſe of Wight, and fully condeſ- 
cended to five New bills, for the extirpation of Maſſe, Popery, and Popiſs 
innovations out of bis Domintons,and putting all Lawes in execution againft 
them, and for a fpeedier diſcovery and convietion of them then formerlz,and 
that their good friends and Confederais our Arch-Biſhops, Biſhops, 
Deans and Chapters, and other branches of the bierarchy, aret 
wholly reutted out, both in England and Jreland, ſo as they are never 
likely to have any more footing in them againe, after all their late 
warres,charges,hazards,pJots and deſtgnes,to ſer up their Catbolique

terms for the Publick intereſt, & ſuch ſtrong ſecurities,as no State,

And therefore Mr. Speaker, upon this, Jong and tedious debate

"2 Speech, nttered with much pathetique ſeriouſneſſe, and heard 
with great attention , gaveſuch a generall ſatisfa&ion to the Houſe 
that many Members, formerly of a contrary opinion, profeſſed , they 
were both convinced and converted ; others who were dubions in the 
point of ſatisfaRion, that they were now fully confirmed , moſt of dif. 
fcrent opinion put toa ſtand : and the 2/ajority of the Hoſe , declared 
both by their cheerfull Conntenances and Speeches[the Speaker going into 
the withdrawing Room to refreſh himſelf, fo ſoon as the Speech was

The houſe bein informed by Mr. Dodriage, a member who came a- 
long with Mr. Pry», of this violence upon him and high breach of 
priviledge in ſeizing him and other Members, fenc the Serjeant of the 
Houſe, to demand them of the Captain that guarded them, and to come 
mand their preſent attendance tn the Houſe : which meſſage though 
delivered by him, and the priſoners thereupon requiring obedience, 
that they might accordingly attend the Houſe : was yet lighted and 
diſobeyed, whereupon the Houſe ordered the Serjeant the ſecond time 
togo with his mace and demand the Members, and bring them unto 
the honſe forthwith ; the houſe refuſing to do any bufineſſe till their 
'Members were reſtored, but Pride and his confederates Rtayed the Sgrs 
Jient in the lobby, and would not ſuffer him to ge to the members 
whereupon he returning into the Houſe , acquainted them with ths 


- contempt, which was entred into the Journall, Thereupon the Houſe 


concluded,not to proceed till their Members were retored,and ſent a 
Committee to the Gexeral to demand them, Mr. Eduard Stephens and 
Golonell ZB:rch being in the houſe were ſent for to the doore by ſome 
of the Officers by falſe tickets, and pulled out from the houſe doores 
by vielence,Col. Birch putting bis kead within the doore, and crying 
out to the Speaker, whether they would ſuffer their members to be pulied

When night approached St, P-ters (who now keeps the priſon 
door keyes of hell and Purgatory) releaſed two of the impriſoned 
Members (Sir Benjamin Radaiard, and Mr.Nath.

tive: belike th:y were all priſoners of War,and ſo their marching up

© brought to ſpeedy juſtice and — Soon after,be and _—_ 
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other Officers,promiſed the impriſoned Members,that they ſhould be 
removed to Wallingford houſe, where the Generall and Lieutenant 
Generall would come and conferre int 7 0 and they ſhould have 
all fitting accommodations,there provided for them;and that Coaches 
were provided to carry them thitherzwhereupon they all took Coach 
to go thither : but coming to Hell back gate, the Coaches wzre all 
there (tayed, and the Members thruſt all priſoners into Hell, where 
they were kept all that cold night, without either bedding or other 
needful accommodations,though ſome of them aged & infirm, & there 
enforced to lye upon the bare flower and Benches inſtead of Beds, few 
ef them taking any reſt at all that night. The next morning a little 
before Dianer, they were all carried faſting to hire all, 
by the Generalls orderigarded with foot and horſe, before aud behind, 
and on every fide, like ſo many Traytors to attend the General, and bis 
Cowncell, who defired preſently ro ſpeak with them, as the Marſhall 
informed them under whoſe cuſtody they were put. - But when they - 
came there, they waited on their more then Royall new Excellen- 
cies till fix a clock at night, without eating or drinking : and then 
received this cold Mcfſage, without being admitted to the Generalls 
or Councells preſence, That the Generall and Officers were now [> 
buſie in conſultation abont other important affaires , that they could 
not ſpeak with them that night, but had given order for their accom-

where. The next day a'ter thoſe Members were thus violently feiſcd, 
Mr. Gewen was ſeiſed at the Houſe, and Mr. YVahghan at his Lodging, 
and” ſent Priſoners to the other Members : Sir 1/i//:am Litten was 
likewiſe ſeized that day; and kept Priſoner in 7/hite Hallibut after re«- 
leaſed by Sir wti#iam Conſtables Order 3 Thar day and five or fix 
dayes following, above one hundred and fixty Members more, whole 
names Were Lilted by the officers and-ſouldicrs that ſtood at wr houſe 
gores 
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Doors, who kept back every one that was ſo liſted, were forcibly ſe. 
cluded and driven away from the Houſe, which could hardly get a- 
bove 45.0r 50. (moſt confederates with the army to carry on their 
celignes)and Vote their Counſells Imperiall Didtates, as the houſes 
votes, & not avove 3.0r 4.Lords at moſt attended and made up that 
Honorable houſezall of them (till fitting under the armies armed vi- 
olence & over-awing terror, Theſe 45.or 50.only whiles under this 


horrid force,during the reſtraint and forcible ſecluſion of above 200 


members by the army, (and ſo all their Votes, Orders,& proceedings 
meerely n#/1 and void,by their own Ordinance of Auguſt 20.1647. 
which declared,all Votes, Ordinances aud proceedings during the meny= 
bers abſence in the army,though not above 40.at moſt to be nul e& void, 
from fuly 26.to Auguſt ſix,though the houſes were then almoſt treble 
the number they are now,and no one member ſeciuded or aRually 
forced away from either houſe)have aſſumed to themſelves the name 
& power of the houſc,and preſumed to repeal all Yores concerning 
the Treaty as djſhonorable and deftruftive: & among others the Vote 
made upon this ſolemne and long debate when there were 244 
Memb.-rs preſent at the Queſtion,and above 340 at the debate when

The liſt of thoſe who have cntred their difſents & protelts againſt 
it, follow:becauſe the ſecluded Members & thoſe who concurred in 
that Vote, being above three times their number, expe they will 
give the Kingdom and world ſomeſolid and fatisfaRory reaſons of 
this their difſznt, againſt which there is ſo great reaſon in the pre-

In a Letter from Paris,writ by an Independent Agent there,to an Independent 


Member of the Houſe of Commons, a great friend of the Armies, dated Paris 


Nov. 28. 1648,there is this paſſage : 1 am fallen into the acquaintance of three or four 
Catholicks of great ingenuity, and in their way, of much Religion : undoubtedly, it is an 
errour to look.at all Papiits through the ſame proſpe&ive 3 for they are more 20 be differ- 
enced then Engliſh Proteſtants can be. I finde their opinion of , and dependance upon 
the Pope, little or nothing what we imagin:d it to be, and better priacipled Jo make, 
Pembers ofa free Tommon-wealth, then the moſt Engliſh, Their 
oppoſition to the King is nof fo be reconciled. Thetr hopes now are 
upon the Army, to whom they wth all pzoſperity as :o the ſetling of 
a Repteſentative, y2eing extremely diſtaſted with Regal hereditary 
Power thzongh-the wozld; 

This Letter compared with the cloſe of the fore. going Speech, the Armies 
late force upon both Houſes and: their Members to diflolve them, their impri- 
ſoning and removing the King to bring him to tryall, their voting at their gene=- 
rall Councel of War at White-hall the 23 of December laſt [| carryed by two 
voyces] ** That all Papiſts ſhould have free liberty and toleration of conſcience, 
' andall Sequeſtrations and forfeitures as Papifts only, taken off, Their car- 
neſt proſecution of the new Jeſuiticall Repreſentative, to divide the whole king- 
dom into bloudy feuds and faQions to deſtroy one another, and make way for 
the common forraign Popiſh Enemies, to invade and conquer us in our preſent 
low condition, without any oppoſation,and loſe Ireland patit all recovery 3 their
